MARSAW,' Jan. 4.—By those who 


know him, Archduke Charles Stephen, 
cousin 'oC the lato Emperor Francis 
Joseph, who'has been-selected as re- 
g^nt of Poland, is considered a most j 
democratic sovereign, gifted with com- 
mon sense, ability and personal charm. 
Conditions undor which The Assoolat- 
cfi Press correspondent recently made 
his acquaintance illustrates the demo- 
cratic side ot his character. The cor- 
respondent was calling upon a friend 
at one of the lesser hotels In Vienna 
when a knock at the door was heard 
antl without turther formality a tall 
officer entered, shook banda, shed his 
overcoat, which he throw on a bed, and 
embarked In Informal conversation. It 
was Poland's future sovereign who 
hart thus made hla way to. the hotel 
room without even calling the services 
ot Rn attendant when he learned.that 
a correspondent of an American news 
agency was there. 
. 


The Archduke conversed with the 


greatest cordiality, displaying an Inti- 
mate knowledge and keen Interest con- 
cerning conditions of American life, 
and volunteered his assistance to Eacil- 
iato the newspaperman's work. 
He 


was particularly impressed with tho 
importance ot tho press in America 
and lamented the faci that the news- 
papers did not play such a role- in 
Austria-Hungary. Ho voiced as well 
a? manifested his belief in democratic 
customs niui declared that he had de- 
liberately urged two of his youngest 
sons, who had graduated from the 
Austrian Miiltary Academy the day be- 
fore, to take commissions in ordinary 
lino regiments instead ot in one of the 
favorite guard organizations. Ir. the 
thick ot the fighting in the Carpathians 
the Archduke has been living as simp- 
ly as his subalterns, learning at first 
'hand tho environment of the officeis 
.and soldiers from tlio ranks of his 
people. His two sons have followed 
his suggestion, like their older broth- 
er, Charles Albort, antl have entered 
line regiments, the 13th U-hlans.
